WHEREAS, House Bill No. 1631 would eliminate a vital check 
and balance system which has operated effectively since its 
creation. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, THAT: 

SECTION 1. The Common Council believes that the present 
claim docketing procedure set forth in Indiana Code Section 
18-1-20-1 provides an efficient mechanism for docketing and 
reviewing all claims with the City. 

SECTION 2. House Bill No. 1631 should be defeated since 
it eliminates a proven and necessary check and balance system 
within the City. 

SECTION 3. This Resolution shall be in full force and
